It is Interesting to read 
the poUee of hto policy os annoucced 
la tbo flrat number of th* 'TJberator,'* 
which appeared la 1331. Oarrlaan 
was speaking on the arronga of chat¬ 
tel slavery; "I will be os harsh as 
truth, and os uncompromising os Jus¬ 
tice. On this subject I do not wish 
to think or speak or writ* with mod- 
erstlen." Qarrtoon was denounced os 
"arlld enthusiast," a "fanatlo" and 
a "public ensmy." Yet the seeds that 
Lovejoy sad Uorriaon sowed s, care¬ 
fully. In a few years bore fruit though 
that fpilt was gathered at s' Urribl* 
price of blood and money. 'Ihe negro 
slaves \vere free, at least In name. 

The world I* non in the midst of a 
struggle greater 1,000,000 times than 
say that has ever gone before. The I 
struggle for the abolition of wage 
slavery U raging la every elvlltaed cor¬ 
ner of the globe. In fact, wherever 
modrrn factory methods ot production 
hsvo'been Introducsd there have also 
appeared the labor unions and the po¬ 
litical orgf nlsstlon of the workers, the 
tloclsllst pa.-ty- 

The seme forces of conservatism 
that itood against the abolition of 
chattel slavery are again aligned 
against the working class. Tet It 
makes no difference whet* methods 
may be used against It. So.:lallam cen- 
tlnues to grow.

He b a 
magnificent debater, never losing hl» 
temper. ar.J keeping hb head In the 
most difficult BliuatJona 

Unlike Vandervelde, Anseele b e 
workingman and the son of a work¬ 
ingman. He has known ths world's 
rough hand. Hts father was a shoe¬ 
maker, but wanting earnestly to ^ve 
bb son eome education, he labored 
with extreme s^lf-renunciation to this 
end. Young Anseele waa employed 
by an architect, a seedaman and a 
Cloth merchant Quo evenlz^g he en¬ 
tered a Socialist meeting and wa* so 
profoundly impressed by the picture 
of the misery of the people drawn by 
the speaker, that he at once enrolled 
himself Ir. the ranks of the "Interna¬ 
tional." The next day, having con¬ 
fided hb new polltioal views tc hts 
employer, be was aummaiily db- 
mlased. Not daring to show himself 
to his lather, he ran away to Ant¬ 
werp. whence he worked hb way to 
London. During six months he wan¬ 
dered about the British capital, often 
sleeping under the bridges. Re tried 
to enlbt, but waa rejected on ac¬ 
count of hb laok of Ir^hes. 

Eventually the youtg man returned 
to Ghent, w'here be became a printer. 
In aasocbtlon with others he organ¬ 
ised a eo-operwtive bakery.

He must be a poor observer who 
has failed In-the events of the last 
week on the Continent to see the 
portents of a great change. But a 
tew yeats ago the great democratic 
movement, with $ Its broadly recon¬ 
structive and yet deeply sane social 
ideals, was openly despised and vili¬ 
fied. It was made out to be everything 
that was destructive and evil. It •ras 
held up as subversive of morality, 
fatal to the most elementary' of human 
ties, rapacious eaten up with envy, 
hatred, and majlce. But organised 
truth is a greater thing that organ¬ 
ised forca Organised truth, as the 
forerunner of sesrehing political evo¬ 
lution. is working out a searching 
.moral evolution. In face of the Ger¬ 
man armament disclosures the moral¬ 
ity of the establluhed order haa little 
t* say for Itself. Morally the established 
order is as near bankruptcy as It la ma¬ 
terially, for when, as In Austria, the 
government Is so hard up as to be un¬ 
able to pay its officials except partly In 
I. O. U.’s affairs have got to a pretty 
PASS. If Contlnenui Socialism eaanot 
do better than that when Us turn 
comes It will be incompetent lode^. 
There has been a moral evolution be¬ 
cause the democratic movement of 
the Continent has shown the strength 
of moral force. The Belgian strike Is. 
properly estimated, one of the great- i 
est events in Btropean history; (he 
opening of a new chapter In human 
brotherhood. And taat chapter Is con¬ 
tinued In the splendid service to their 
country rendered by Dr. Llebhnecht 
and his eolieaguea Not merely doe* 
the-/ action promise to clear away a 
gangerene that was feeding on the 
very sitais of the German State, but It 
is incidentally a een'lce to peac<r- and 
to the cause, therefore, of democracy 
In ^ery country- The exposure of 
the utterly squalid motives actuating 
military anarchism, the ruveU.Uon of 
Us mercenary "agitatlona." has 
broken down Us pretensions once for 
all. The Idol lies wverthrown.—Lon¬ 
don Dally Cltisen.

According to t'.ie current Isaue of 
Farm and Fireside, hundreds of 
thousands of gas-engines are now do¬ 
ing ^helr work on farms. Following 
Is an extract; 

"In ihelr varied forms these engines 
are the fairy workmen of the indus¬ 
trial world. The things which they 
accomplish today, for us would, to 
our anerstors of a century ago, sound 
more Improbable than do thu fslry 
stories of Hans Andersen or our friend 
iVsop.

It will even shear ihi sheep 
and clip and curry the horses And, 

Joy of Joyg to the farm boy. u will 
turn the grindstone. 

“These ore but some of the chores 
which It will do about the house and 
the boms. In the form of a tractor 
It goes into the fields and plows, UIls. 
seeda horvesta thrashes, shreds Md 
sheila hauls the crop to town, digs 
ditches and Alls dllohea pulls stumps 
and hedge and rocka moves bullfl- 
tnga grades and drags the roada 
. “In the fCrm on an autorpoblle it 

brings }oy to all the family. At the 
close of a hard dai*'s work they can 
climb Into the car and spin around 
the oountry a good many miles In 
half an hour or an hour. Thay are 
rested, cooled and refreshed far more 
than had they sat at homa H a m- 
palr or some supplies are needed, me 
car runs Into town and back within 
less ttms than It would take to bring 
a team from the field and hitch it to 
the buggy. And the team goes on 
with Its work. Or, if the driver of 
the team must make the trip, inw 
rest while he>ls gone. and ha too, is 
rested by tha trip.”
